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RULES  OF  THE  ROAD 

SPEED:  Drive  at  o  rote  which  is  careful  ond  prudent,  to  avoid 
danger  lo  personv  or  property.  Slow  down  on  curves,  o1 
inleriections,  and  ol  night. 

PASSING;  Do  not  pass  the  cor  ahead  until  the  rood  is  deor. 
Never  overtake  and  pass  on  a  curve,  near  the  crest  of  o 
hill  or  at  an  intersection.  Woteh  for  the  yellow  "no-pauing" 
lines  in  your  lane- 

KEEP  TO  THE  RIGHT:  Keep  as  close  lo  the  right  hand  side 
of  the  road  as  procticoble  whether  in  motion  or  not.  On 
curves,  reduce  speed  (o  keep  to  right  of  centerline. 

SCHOOL  BUSSES:  All  vehicles  meeting  or  overtaking  a 

school  bus  which  has  stopped  to  load  or  unload  school 
children  on  a  highway  outside  of  a  municipality  most  stop 
and  remain  stopped  untif  the  school  bus  resumes  motion,  or 
until  signalled  by  ihe  bus  driver  lo  proceed. 

SIGNS,  SIGNALS  &  MARKINGS:  Troffic  signs,  signols  and 
pavement  markings  are  to  guide,  protect  and  inform  motor- 
itts.  Strict  observonce  of  oil  troffic  devices  will  odd  pleosure 
to  your  motoring  and  moy  save  your  life. 

TURNS:  The  sketch  below  illustrates  the  horid  signals  used 
in  Missouri,  Moke  left  turns  from  as  near  the  center  of  the 
highway  as  practicable,  and  moke  right  turns  from  as  near 
the  right  side  of  the  highway  as  procticoble.

The  yellow  stripes  you  find  on  Missouri  highways  mork 
the  fio^possfng  zones.,  stretches  of  highway  where  hills  or 
curves  moke  the  sight  distance  ahead  so  short  that  it  is  unsofe 
to  attempt  to  overtake  ond  pass  another  motor  vehicle. 

Their  meaning  is  simple:  When  there  is  a  yellow  stripe  on 
your  side  of  the  center  line,  do  not  attempt  to  pass.  On  two- 
lane  roadwoys  the  yellow  no-passing  stripe  is  to  the  right  of 
the  center  line,  os  indicated  in  picture  (T)  above,  on  a  hill 
and  In  picture  (2),  on  o  curve.  On  o  three-lane  roadwoy  the 
yellow  stripe  diogonolly  across  the  middle  lane  will  guide  you 
back  to  the  right-hand  lone  through  the  zone.  Here  the 
yellow  stripe  is  [ust  to  the  right  of  the  lane  line  os  shown  in 
picture  (3). 

Four-lone  roadways  hove  two  yellow  stripes,  one  on 
each  side  of  and  near  the  center  line  as  in  picture  (4).  These 
stripes  are  continuous  on  oil  four-lone  roodwoys  ond  for 
sofet/s  soke  should  never  be  crossed.

Ninety-three  Roadside  Parks  now  hove  been 
established  along  Missouri  highwoys  and  ore 
mointained  by  the  State  Highway  Commission. 
These  parks  are  dotted  in  every  section  of  the 
state.  With  the  exception  of  three  scenic  over- 
looks, oil  ore  equipped  with  tables  and  fireplaces 

in  proportion  to  present 
demands  of  rood  users. 

Roadside  porks  have 
gained  wide  public  ac- 
ceptance and  populor- 
ity  in  recent  yeors.  They 
afford  the  traveler  an 
opportunity  to  get  away 
from  the  hurry  of  the 
highway  for  a  brief 
period.  They  are  places 
to  rest,  to  eat  lunch,  en- 
joy the  natural  scenery.

Land  for  these  parks, 
in  many  instonces,  has 
been   donated   to  the 
Highway  Commission  by 
public-spirited  individuals  and  organizations.  In 
other  coses,  it  has  been  donated  as  a  memorial  to 
members  of  some  particular  family  or  families.

Patriotic  ond  civic  organizations  have  been 
prominent  omong  the  guiding  forces  behind  estab- 
lishment of  mony  of  the  parks.  And,  in  some, 
special  markers  hove  been  Installed  denoting  that 
fact.  Other  markers  odvise  that  the  pork  is  located 
at  o  site  of  historic  im- 
portance. 

The  Commission  has 
set  up  definite  rules  gov- 
erning location  ond  es- 
toblishment  of  Roadside 
Parks.  Those  regulations 
ore  so  chosen  that  they 
will  provide  parks  of 
greatest  value  and  con- 
venience to  the  road 
users  and  so  that  en- 
trance ond  exit  drive- 
woys  ore  as  safe  as  con 
be  obtained.
